Remarks  by  Sylvia  Melby,  R.N. 

Director  of  Nursing 

The  first  half  of  the  talk  is  omitted  in  that  it  concerned  the  seniors  mainly,  but  the  following 
is  of  more  interest  to  the  alumnae  —  as  well  as  to  those  who  will  join  the  Alumnae  Association 
this  year: 

In  this  age  of  changes,  both  individuals  and  institutions  are  affected  by  progress.  Science 
and  its  discoveries  leave  us  almost  breathless  with  the  rapidity  of  changes  they  effect.  Schools  of 
nursing  and  nursing  education  also  are  affected  by  the  changes  in  the  world.  Presbyterian 
Hospital  and  the  School  of  Nursing  are  a  part  of  the  great  social  order. 

The  quotation:  “The  best  thing  about  Spring  —  It  comes  when  it  is  most  needed”,  can 
well  apply  to  the  merger  of  two  large  and  well-known  hospitals.  The  merging  of  two  old  and 
well-known  schools  of  nursing,  which  needs  must  come  with  the  merging  of  the  hospitals, 
happens  when  we  are  needing  to  face  a  change  —  merger  or  no  merger.  In  the  past  few  years 
there  already  have  been  several  changes  throughout  the  nation  in  the  pattern  of  nursing  educa¬ 
tion.  From  year  to  year  the  School  of  Nursing  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  has  made  changes  —  in 
her  curriculum,  in  going  into  the  University  of  Illinois  affiliation  program,  and  then  discontinuing 
it  because  it  was  not  sound  educationally,  in  studying  trends,  and  in  preparing  to  make  changes 
necessary  for  keeping  up  with  the  increased  demands  on  nursing  and  nurses. 

In  all  we  plan  and  will  do  in  adjusting  to  the  change,  everything  that  is  good  in  preparing 
young  women  for  the  profession  will  be  retained,  ever  building  on  the  strong  basic  structure 
of  the  past,  changing  only  details  in  the  program  which  have  given  way  to  better  methods. 

By  joining  the  forces  of  two  schools,  a  strong,  educationally  sound  program  must  be  carefully 
planned.  Just  as  the  old  proven  saying,  “Two  heads  are  better  than  one”,  so  “two  schools  merg¬ 
ing  their  individual  strengths  should  be  better  than  one.” 

There  are  a  few  points  which  have  been  cleared  to  date,  namely  that  the  enrollment  of  St. 
Luke’s  almost  300  students  and  Presbyterian’s  almost  300  students  will  not  have  a  total  enroll¬ 
ment  of  these  combined  numbers  in  the  merged  “Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  School  of  Nursing”. 
Although  no  final  decisions  have  been  reached,  the  enrollment  will  likely  be  around  350  students. 
Another  question  frequently  asked  is,  “What  will  the  cap,  uniform,  and  school  pin  be  like?” 
Sentiments  and  loyalties  are  equally  deep  in  both  schools,  and  rightly  so.  In  preliminary,  and 
only  preliminary,  discussions  it  is  thought  that  the  only  fair  solution  is  to  have  a  new  cap, 
uniform,  and  school  pin  and  who  knows,  they  may  all  be  equally  as  attractive  as  the  present  ones. 
It  is  clear  too  that  all  nurses  who  have  graduated  and  still  will  graduate  with  the  Presbyterian 
cap  and  school  pin  and  the  St.  Luke’s  cap  and  school  pin  will  always  wear  their  respective  cap 
and  pin  as  nurses.  The  new  students  who  enroll  in  the  new  program  will  be  the  first  to  wear 
the  newly  designed  uniform  and  cap  and  the  first  to  receive  the  newly  designed  pin  when  they 
graduate. 

It  is  thought  that  the  physical  merger  of  the  two  schools  will  not  take  place  until  Presby¬ 
terian’s  new  wing  is  built  and  many  other  alterations  and  renovations  have  been  completed,  which 
will  take  nearly  three  years  we  are  told.  However,  the  groundwork,  the  detailed  planning  of  the 
union  must  be  started  now.  That  is  self  evident.  There  is  much  work  to  be  done  in  planning. 

As  we  see  it,  it  means  the  birth  of  a  new  school.  Like  the  coming  of  a  new  babe,  there  is 
much  planning  that  goes  into  the  preparation  for  that  great  event.  Intelligent  parents  in  a 
well-ordered  home  have  all  in  readiness.  When  the  anticipations  for  that  new  babe  culminate 
in  the  little  bundle  which  lies  in  its  new  cradle,  parents  and  grandparents  stand  in  wonderment 
and  look  at  what,  with  every  new  soul,  is  a  miracle.  The  nurture  of  that  new  life  goes  well  when 
parents  join  hands  over  the  crib  and  realize  their  responsibility  to  the  Almighty  creator  of 
every  good  and  of  every  living  thing  when  He  speaks:  “I  have  given  thee  this  child  to  keep 
for  me”. 
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We  might  go  into  a  little  speculating,  like  in  the  anticipations  of  the  new  babe  by  asking, 
“Who  is  it  going  to  look  like?”  My  guess  is  that  our  new  child  —  our  new  program  —  is  going 
to  have  the  best  features  of  both  parents.  With  a  new  babe  you  take  what  you  get;  with  our 
new  school  we  will  get  what  we  make  it. 

The  planners  who  have  seen  yesterday  should  not  be  afraid  of  tomorrow.  May  all  in  both 
Alumnae  breathe  a  prayer  for  a  healthy  strong  and  sound  New  “Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  School 
of  Nursing”. 

A  similar  challenge  is  ours  in  our  new  program.  Much  planning  must  go  into  the  preparation 
for  this  event.  Intelligent  sponsors  who  will  do  careful  planning  must  make  ready  the  plans 
and  pattern  for  this  new  school.  When  it  is  a  realization  it  must  be  as  perfect  as  it  is  humanly 
possible  to  make  it  so.  Just  as  a  new  babe  is  the  pride  and  joy  of  not  only  the  parents  but  the 
aunts  and  uncles  as  well,  so  the  eyes  of  other  schools  of  nursing  (our  aunts  and  uncles)  are 
already  upon  us.  Most  of  all  the  parents  (both  Alumnae  groups)  want  to  be  as  proud  of  this 
new  school  as  we  are  now  of  our  respective  “alma  maters”  (our  “good  mothers”),  the  present 
schools  and  alumnae.  We  do  have  a  great  responsibility,  all  the  greater  because  we  come  from 
strong  forerunners,  and  thus  all  the  more  is  expected  of  us.
